The  polls  will  be  open  at  said  place 
and  date  from  9:00  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  until 
6:00  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  for  the  reception  of 
your  ballots  upon  the  election  of  town  officers  under 
the  Non-Partisan  Ballot  System:  furthermore,  you 
are  hereby  warned  that  on  said  date  and  place,  at 
9:30  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  the  matter  of  appropri- 
ations and  such  other  business  properly  coming  be- 
fore said  meeting  will  be  taken  up  for  your  consid- 
eration and  action. 

1.  To  choose  by  ballot  the  following  town  offi- 
cers: one  town  clerk  for  one  year,  one  selectman  for 
three  years;  and  the  following  for  one  year:  a  town 
treasurer,  a  tax  collector,  one  auditor,  two  road 
agents,  two  constables,  two  sextons  and  one  trustee 
for  the  cemetery  trust  funds,  and  one  selectman  for 
two  years.

All  defects  have   been  reported  to  parents  or 
guardians  with  urgent  request  to  consult  their  per- 
sonal physician,  dentist,  optometrist  or  clinic. 

Children  entering  school  in  September  must  be 
vaccinated  before  entering  or  by  December  31  of  the 
first  year.  Vaccination  should  not  be  done  during 
the  Polio  season  (July  through  October)  but  it  is  a 
good  practice  to  have  it  done  early.  A  child  may  be 
vaccinated  after  it  is  two  weeks  old. 

Home  visits  have  been  made  in  the  interest  of 
children  with  serious  defects  and  assistance  given 
where  needed  in  referring  these  cases  to  the  various 
services  provided  by  the  State  Clinics. 

On  the  whole,  Dr.  Hinkley  found  very  few  phys- 
ical defects,  the  most  prevalent  being  "tooth  decay". 
Our  goal  is  to  have  every  school  child  checked  by  the 
dentist,  thus  enabling  parents  to  know  exactly  what 
type  of  dental  defects  each  child  has.  We  are  very 
anxious  to  save  the  six  year  molars  which  are  perm- 
anent teeth.  This  is  the  age  group  in  which  the  con- 
serving of  teeth  is  most  important. 

More  and  more  is  being  done  every  year  for  the 
benefit  of  school  children's  health  and  with  a  little 
more  cooperation  in  the  line  of  corrections,  next 
year's  defects  could  show  a  noticeable  decrease.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

OF  SCHOOLS 

1955-1956 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Stark: 

Once  again  it  is  time  for  the  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Stark.  Non-academic 
problems  are  at  a  minimum  in  our  schools  and  the 
schoo  program  has  been  promoted  with  efficiency 
and  dispatch.  A  few  young  people  at  high  school 
level  are  neglecting  their  opportunities  but  on  the 
other  hand  a  few  are  making  outstanding  contri- 
bution to  the  benefit  of  themselves  and  the  credit  of 
our  schools. 

Physical  properties  of  the  district  are  in  good 
repair  and  expenditures  for  these  items  can  be  kept 
at  a  minimum.  Enrollment  at  high  school  has  in- 
creased in  number  and  since  the  State  average  cost  of 
secondary  education  is  $330.00  per  pupil  receiving 
schools  have  found  it  necessary  to  increase  rates. 
The  Board  has  recommended  an  appropriation  to 
cover. 

We  have  three  very  satisfactory  teachers  who 
are  doing  very  good  work  in  our  schools.  In  line  with 
other  school  districts  we  have  found  it  necessary  to 
make  the  salary  ^evel  adequate  to  hold  these  teach- 
ers or  replace  them  if  they  should  not  be  available. 

The  Board  has  included  in  the  health  supervision 
an  item  for  Dental  Clinic.  Evidence  shows  that  tooth 
decay  is  so  prevalent  that  this  can  be  little  more  than 
a  cursory  survey  of  the  children's  teeth  the  first  time 
such  a  clinic  is  conducted.  However,  it  is  hoped 
that  the  parents  will  follow  up  the  clinic  recommen- 
dations with  dental  work  or  that  other  agencies  may 
help  in  a  financial  way  once  the  need  has  been  iden- 
tified. 

A  close  examination  of  our  enrollment  and  at- 
tendance will  show  there  has  been  a  marked  improve- 
ment in  the  latter.  The  parents  (or  persons  having 
the  custody)  of  the  children  are  charged  with  the 
responsibility  of  causing  the  child  to  be  in  school  all 
the  time  such  schools  are  in  session.  The  readiness 
of  the  School  Board  to  take  punitive  measures  to  see 
that  this  provision  of  the  law  was  adhered  to  has 
been  most  helpful.      Surely,   with  the  cost    of    our 
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schools  as  high  as  they  necessarily  must  be  we  want 
every  child  of  school  age  to  have  the  full  benefit  of 
what  they  have  to  offer. 

A  grade  placement  chart  and  high  school  en- 
rollment list  follows  this  report.  Statistical  and 
budget  data  are  current;  financial  information  is  for 
the  school  year  July  1,  1954  to  June  30,  1955. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  taxpayers  for  their  liberal 
support  of  the  school  program.  An  increase  in  State 
Aid  from  $1,072.10  to  $2,933.79  has  been  of  material 
aid  this  year.  School  tax  assessment  has  been  lessen- 
ed by  the  amount  of  the  difference. 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  School 
Board,  teachers  and  parents  for  the  fine  spirit  of 
cooperation,  and  to  compliment  them  on  the  progress 
of  our  schools.  Thank  you  for  this  opportunity  to 
report.
